So great a social change was 
never made in to sbxirt a mason. It ku .pene-

—sotted its life. And to-day, the ettlt result- 
ing from its action, are as organic as if they had 
been inherited for centuries through oar blood. 
[We err in locating these extravagancies in a 
certain class called fashionable society. If they 
were confined to its limits, the country would 
not materially suffer. But the misfortune is, 
tbat they are widely diffused, embracing more 
or less all grades of people, and stimulating 
them to the largest possible degree of indulg- 
ence and luxury. 


• It is here that the danger lies. The barriers 


between the different divisions of American so- 
ciety are so slight, so artificial and so evanes- 
ce'nt, that it Is out" of the question for an attrac- 
tive vice to be restricted within tbe boundaries 
of any one of them. Certain as fate, the evil 
will spread, and all ranks of society be involv- 
ed in it. 


The late premium that has been put on Res- 


pectability, has already lost to society a large 
number of its beat and noblest families. They 
have chosen to retire from tbe fierce struggle 
for rank and ascendancy. We have begun to 
see bow much of the beauty, grace and worth 
of human life have departed from our circles of 
intercourse with them. What Is Worse, ~tbe 
checks which they interposed have been re- 
moved, and, with the breakwater thrown down, 
the ocean is free to drive its waters in any di- 
rection of exposure. ' If money is to continue 
the measure of Respectability, money will be 
had in all sorts ef ways and used In all degrees 
of folly. There is no help for it ; and hence it 
is absurd for us to be declaiming so vehement- 
ly against frauds and bankruptcies, while we 
patronize the very principles' that necessarily 
produce these effects. 


Talk of the moralities of false issues of stock 


and the host of other fraudulent transactions! 
Talk of Railroad manias and tbe many reckless 
pursuits of speculating life ! The evil Is not in 
them. It is not in Wall street. It is not ia 
Banks and Brokers. Look to your splendid av- 
enues — your palaces, named Hotels — your Five 
Thousand Dollar Parties— your silks and wines 
—your whole system of modern American 
Show. There you have the roots of this con- 
suming cancer — there, and there only, the flesh 
and blood that feed its spreading poison. What 
is the use of wasting words ou our system of 
business — ou excessive credit — ou fictitious ne- 
gotiations, so long as i ain and silly wives are 
urging on their vainer and sillier husband* to 
this all-devouring ruin ' The cure is needed at 
home ; and, until our domestic vices are re- 
formed, we are whistling down thu wind in ev- 
ery effort made to rectify the monstrous error. 
A great part of this tremendous evil is due to 
our women. It is- hard to think it— harder to 
write it — but, nevertheless, it is plain, honest 
troth. They are the tuoney-maefstroms — they 
and their silks, wines, carpets, hangings and 
equipages— and in them are swallowed up the 
millions tbat are reported in oar financial dis- 
asters. Psalms for their souls — Liturgies of 
Sorrow — Requiems of Death — anything in the 
way of Thunder and Lightning would be, just 
now, 
the ucxt thing to a Gospel.if it co'd arouse 


our women to arrest the enormous drafts they 
are making on the Exchequer of the world. 


Tbe waste/Ill expenditures, in domestic lite 


are telling fsarfully on other aspects of society. 
Thousands of young men aro now prevented 
from marrying because of the extravagant scale 
of living. 
Happy those who wece married 


twenty-five years ago— thrice happy such as 
gained social position and comfortable «ue be- 
fore Mammon undertook to guard the portals of 
society 1 They could do well on a few hundreds 
of dollar*, but in these days thousands have to 
take their place. Tbe next step ia to provide 
substitutes. What these are, the world knows. 
Alas for the victims ! The waters of tbat Dead 
Sea which rolls over Sodom and Gomorrah are 
daily engulfing them among the licentious gen- 
erations that sunk before them.
